Five Times 
After Spat 


A 12-year-old Milltown Township boy this afternoon 
confessed to having murdered 18-year-old Teresa Cahill, 
who had been the object of a widespread search since 
yesterday afternoon. 
The girl was found in a clump of bushes at 12:28 
p.m. this afternoon about 18 yards from the Philadelphia 
Glider Council Airport. 
(Quakertown Barracks State Police said James 
C larkson, Route 152, Milltown Township, admitted the 
murder. 
The body was discovered by an NBO reporter. 
When the search party with the Clarkson boy along 
neared the spot a few minutes later the boy broke down 
and admitted he killed the girl. 
“I don’t want to go in there; she’s dead,” the boy 
said, according to police. 
Asked how he knew the girl's body was in the bushes 
the boy reportedly said, "because I killed her,” and 
made a full ronfess&ion. 
In his confession, the boy said he and the girl ar­ 
gued over some kittens. Me said Teresa picked up a 
stone and hit him in the shoulder, nearly knocking him 
down. 


Infuriated, the boy pulled a pen­ 
knife from his pocket and stabbed 
her in the shoulder, police said. 
The girl fell. the boy said, said 
he stabbed her "at least" four 
more times in the back. He then 
dragged the girl IO yards into 
the bushes and left her.

Bucks County’s courthouse bells 
will continue to ring throughout 
the Doylestown area. 
This decision was made by the 
county 
commissioners at 
their 
meeting this morning 
following 
the results of the poll taken in 
the area. 
Edward Pearce, chief clerk, re­ 


ported to the commissioners that 
he had received 
82 
postcards 
from 
persons 
who 
wish 
the 
chimes to be continued. Six per­ 
sons were opposed. 
The commissioners last Tues­ 
day requested residents to send 
them postcards voicing their opin­ 
ions on whether the bells should 


continue to ring. The commis­ 
sioner's request followed an ap­ 
peal from 20 residents asking that 
the bells be "toned down" and be 
made to ring only on the half­ 
hour rather than every 15 min­ 
utes. 
The residents called the chimes 
"nerve-wracking and distracting." 


Pearce said this morning that 
he had received numerous phone 
calls from citizens, some coming 
as late as midnight. Nearly all of 
them, he said, asked that the 
present system be continued. 
Pearce said that some of the 
postcards came from communities

Oppose Guard Reduction
